Armorial Emblems. 
We clip the following from a correspon­ 
dent of the W orld: 
In the reign of Henry V., anno 1417, the 
oflice of “Ggrter King of Anna” wag instituted 
for the een ic« of the most noble Order of the 
Garter, and wan made sovereign within tho 
oflice of arms in hid patent. 
Garter id ut) led 
principal king of English arm*, and principal 
officer of arm* of the moat noble Order of the 
Garter. 
To him immediately lielong* the ad­ 
justment of ann* and of all ensign* of honor, 
and likewise the potter of granting arms to 
person* qualified to liear them. 
The title of 
••Clarencieux" was conferred on a “herald” in 
the train of the Duke of Clarence, son of Ed­ 
ward III., and bv Edward IV, when he huc- 
ceeded to the Dukedom of Clarence that officer 
was made a king of arui*. 
His jurisdiction 
extends over the south, east, and west p a rts 
of the kingdom. 
N »rry, or north king, Roy du Nord, so styled 
from his jurisdiction, which extends north of 
tile Trent, is the most ancient of the king* of 
arms; the office la referred to in the records 
of the limes of Edward II. and Edward III. 
Beside thebe officer*, there are Inferior ones 
denominated “heralds” and “pursuivants,” 
and the whole incorporated by charter of 
Richard III, constitute the college of arms.” 
That learned legal luminary, I»rd Chief 
Justice Coke, asserts that the hest test of gen­ 
tle blood is the bearing of arms, which arc the 
must certain proofs and evidence* of nobility 
and gentry; hence the anxiety for such a dis­ 
tinction, to which we have already reverted, 
aud hence the prominouee aud pride of it* 
display. 
From the old and noble families of the 
British, Saxon, and Norman lines, who as­ 
sumed arms, as military ensigns, and then 
adopted them 
as 
honorable distinction*, 
sprang many of the ancient gentry of Eng 
land, who, being either descended from or 
attached to those families, assumed or were 
granted badges resembling or modelled from 
the insignia of their chiefs; for, saith (>eraldu* 
Cambrel)*!*, “Clientes hoc sui* quasi anniv 
inst meta* Armigeros suns forte v*caat, et 
militum feuds cunt anni* sui*, sui* armigeri* 
dedisse. ” 
In total disregard of royal ordinance a mul­ 
tiplicity of abuses, irregularities, and disorders 
crept into all matters ap|K‘rtaiulng to decent 
and arms, and culled aloud for reformation, 
which the authority of the crown could alone 
effect. 
Wherefore coiumi.-w»luns were Usual 
under the great seal to the two provincial 
kiugs of arms, authorizing aud commanding 
each, by himself or bis deputy, to visit the 
whole of his province as often as he should 
deem it necessary; to convoue before him all 
those who bore, or assumed to bear arms, aud 
were styled esquires and gentlemen; and to 
cause them to produce and show by what 
authority and right they challenged and 
claimed the said use of anus. 
The visitations occurred once about every 
thirty years, when the kings of arm* were at­ 
tended throughout their circuits by a register, 
a draughtsman, and other pro|>er officers aud 
attendants.

The Labor Triumph, 
After a severo struggle, the raochan 
ica of New York city hare obtained a 
substantial triumph over their em­ 
ployees. , The latter held out as long 
as they could, but th® necessities of 
their work compelled thorn to accede 
to the terms demanded by the men.’ 
This demand has been termed the 
“ eight-hour ” system, the men re­ 
quiring that the timo of a day’s work 
shall be limited to eight hours, in­ 
stead of ten, as 
heretofore. 
This 
Seems a very plausible demand, es­ 
pecially to such workingmen as wish 
to spend more time with their fami­ 
lies, or in improvement of mind. 
Rut after all it is only an indirect 
way of asking moro wages. 
In the 
great world of labor it takes so many 
hours of machine, horse or man pow­ 
er, to accomplish certain results. 
If 
it took eight days labor, ten hours a 
day, to do a certain piece of work, it 
will o< rtainly take ten days of eight 
hours each to do the same work, aud 
if the sumo wages are paid for an 
eight-hour as for a ten- hour day, it 
is an advance of twenty-five per cent 
in wages. 
If the market warrants, 
tho increase of wages can and will be 
paid, and not otherwise.

Hie K ingston School System . 
Mr. Eiwtiir 
In your palier of the loth in- 
stunt you published two articles, one signed 
•• X" and the other “ Harmony,’* called out by 
my communication of tin* 8tli in-*;. 
One of 
Cie writers recommends me “ as Principal of 
my would-lie Blackwell Island School"—term* 
which I use I as merely descriptive of some 
school in which disorderly boys might Is* re­ 
formed. 
Very well, I will accept the position, 
and the first pupils I will take in are Hie said 
“ X" .md “ Harmony.’’ The first thing I wish 
to say to them however, is that u>rg< ;/ is a 
very mean and dangerous practice. 
If they 
have any thing to say and expect to be be­ 
lieved, they should say it over their own 
proper signatures, mid not forge the disgrace­ 
ful names of “ X" and “ Harmony." 
It is a 
s ire sigil that they do not themselves believe 
what they say ami do not expect others to be­ 
lieve them. 
Such skulkers are always cow­ 
ards. mid are afraid to cornu to the light, I t ­ 
emise their deeds are evil 
I urn not surprised therefore to read iii one 
of their articles that—“ This whole trouble 
comes from tho bad management of a very 
few, perhaps one, of the members of the 
Board who have liecn iii office since tile com­ 
mencement of this system.” 
This is evident­ 
ly intended as a fling ut the President of the 
Board; a man whose whole heart and soul has 
been iii the system and wiio has lalionsl hard­ 
er for it* success than any other man. 
So 
anxious has lie been for its success that helios 
sometimes helped too much to lavish the (k*o- 
ple's money upon it. 
If the system is not a 
success with such men 
as Scboorimakcr, 
Brigham. Fish and others at its head, you 
may safety make up your mind that the de­ 
fect is in the system, not iii the men. 
But to return: I advise the aforesaid writers 
to act like men and leave off tiiis forging 
blumes* for shame und decency's sake, or I 
shall have to give up my Blackwell Island 
.School to Mr. Zeiio, and take charge of the 
Academy (for which position I ani also re­ 
commended,) and if I do, I promise that i wilt 
turn out Inly* there who will lie utile lo enter 
college without M ng Coni|ie|led first to lake 
extra private tuition for a year or two. 
I wish to say further that articles which tho 
writers are ashamed to sign are not worthy of 
a reply. 
But tim subject is ail important one, 
sud us I had pur Kised to say something fur 
tiler on the school question, I will do soul this 
time, and will incidentally notice some of the 
statement* contained in tbs article* referred 
to, without having it understood that I accept 


heretofore been disposed to employ some of 
those “ thorough" graduates, ami when ex­ 
amined, one of them spelled the word “ num­ 
ber" in three or four different ways, and the 
same profound proficiency was shown in other 
branches. 
But then i have struck the wrong 
note it seems, because I have looked for pro­ 
ficiency in something besides mere grading, 
arid my adversaries are heavy on grading.— 
Grading is such a tine tiling. 
Everything is 
done by graying. 
If a scholar don’t get on, 
it ia because the teacher don’t understand 
grading. 
ll the school system goes wrong, it 
is because the Board of Education do not un­ 
derstand grading. 
The teachers from the 
State Normal School are not so thorough as 
the graduates of the Academy, because they 
do not understand grading. 
The scholars are 
graded iii school vt nine o’clock, and one 
school is graded out at half past two, in viola­ 
tion of the orders of the Board that they 
shall not lie graded out until three. 
I nm in 
favor of a little grading per se, bot I am op­ 
posed to such excess. 
If I get a little bewil­ 
dered in this graded system aud strike the 
wrong note occasionally, I hope to he excused. 
We have kept on grading until we have graded 
our Academy to death. 
Not a single graduate 
of our Academical Department within the last 
two or three years has bren able to enter col­ 
lege without a year or two extra preparation. 
Un* was the case with Randall Hoes, Edward 
Wa'ers, Mr. Evans and others. 
What think 
you of this ? Was it so formerly? I move for a 
little less grading and a little more progress, 
and next in order let us rescue onr Academy 
from the slough into which it ha* fallen and 
bring it back from a mere common school 
which the graded system has made it, and re­ 
store it to the high and honorable rank Ronco 
occupied as one of the first and most honored 
institutions of learning in the State. 
But if the duty of promotions is taken from 
the shoulders of the Superintendent and placed 
upon the shoulders of the teacher, “ how long 
woald it be" exclaim * “ X," “ ere some dis­ 
satisfied parent would trump up something 
and demand a change in teachers, and get it 
too, just because a certain young lazy hopeful 
was not promoted?" 
lf tills In* possible when 
such duties are divided annng th'* teachers, 
how hard it must lie when all this disaffection 
is concentrate I upon on* —the Superintend­ 
ent! 
He is the target for nil the gossippy 
men, women un I children; and just think of 
the concentrated filthy mass descending upon 
one heal! 
No man who values hi*reputation 
can nllord to Is* Superintendent, 
lf they 
can’t lie him d iwn in one year, they certainly 
wilt in two. 
His character n ny lie ever so 
pure, Iii* intentions ever s i good, his attain­ 
ments ever s i great, lie will be covens I all 
over with the ihuie of gossip mid slander. 
I 
have seen this tried and know how it works. 
But •* X" is at a loss to know how high or 
low a school building should tie constructed 
to require but one iii ala teacher I 
“ X" is evi­ 
dently read) far private I ‘-sons. ail I conse­ 
quently for a diploma signed by the l’re»l lent 
of the Board and the Principal of the Acad­ 
emy. 
My conclusions are : 
1. That the Bourd of Education shoo! I lie 
somehow restricted in its (lower to create 
debts, an I in its power to acquire and destroy 
property. 
2. That the Superintendent should be dis­ 
pensed with. 
3. Iu place of the Superinten lent Fiat each 
Principal should superintend aud grad# hi* 
own school. 
4. That the High School should be incur- 
porated with the Academical Department. 
5. That tim Academical Dep.uanviil should 
lie rescued from the slough into which it Ila* 
fallen. 
6. That the school buildings should hereaf­ 
ter he constructed u|ion the (dan of an as­ 
sembly room witii suitable recitation room*.

Bul “ X” says that if I had an old barn be­ 
tween my resilience aud (lie road I would tear 
it down. 
That may tm, but I would then lie 
destroying my own property, not other peo­ 
ples’. 
I reply further that I would not sell un 
old baru as aud for a goo* I boose. Bear in mil A 
(but when tills Conklin property was sold to 
tile Board the buildings thereon were not 
characterized us obi barns. 
Then it was rep­ 
resented that the buildings would reut for 
enough to pay the interest, insurance and 
taxes. 
Now, however, they are called old 
barns. 
The Bourd have been offered five hun­ 
dred dollars per year, which is pretty high 
rent for an old barn, lull no, the building must 
be torn down as an old barn. 
The people, I 
apprehend, w ill make an old baru of some of 
the members of tile Board, if they don't look 
out. 
“ X" and “ Harmony” lioth complain that 
teachers are imported, and that local teachers 
are uot employed, especially Hie graduates of 
the Academy who cannot enter college. 
So I 
thought when I first lwcuiue a member of the 
Board, hut I soon found that these local 
teachers bud relatives by the hundred, and in 
some cases I believe by the thousand; and 
wile:: we found such teachers not succeeding 
in their work, and we undertiRik to make a 
alange, we had all these relatives down upon 
us, numerous us the frogs of Egypt, and this 
w as oue of the causes which produced such 
hopeless division in the Board. 
To avoid this, 
I believe, Mr. Zetie did import a few teacher*. 
and t ) our a.tonishuieut we found most of 
them very good teachers, and those who did 
not succeed, having uo relatives ou hand or 
iii the Board, left so quietly that we scarcely 
knew they were gone. 
if a local teacher is 
knoten to lie a good teacher, I ain decided­ 
ly in favor of giving such teacher tin* prefer­ 
ence. 
Ii is morally certain that “ X ' and 
“ Harmony” have no relatives who would uot 
Im ashamed to- own them, aud therefore I 
think there is a chance for them. 
“ X" says the teachers obtained from the 
Normal School at Albany have a superficial 
knowledge of a great many branches, while 
the graduates of the Academy are more thor­ 
ough und have the best approved methods of 
teaching. 
This is the reverse of the truth.— 
The graduates of tim Academy wdl bear no 
sort ut comparison for proficiency or thorough­ 
ness with the graduates of the State Normal 
School. 
I really would be glad to know that 
there are graduates of our Academy who are 
coni; relent to teach, and if there are such. I 
should be in favor of employing them, hut I 
venture the opioiou that if there are any such, 
their competency will be found to tm based 
mostly upon natural ability.
